Tu fast mail train brings the eastern 
mail with promptness, regularity and 
dispatch, The recent employment of a 
carrier to distribute the incoming Atlanta 
city mail for delivery to the carriers im- 
mediately upon arrival, has added greatly 
to the eiliciency of the local service. At 
this writing we do not know whether or 
no the Richmond and Danville company 
will continue the fast mail train; but we 
are able to state that should it decline to 
continue the train, other lines stand 
ready to give Atlanta a fast mail. Per- 
haps its arrival would not be quite so 
early; but it would do. We bope, how- 
ever, that the service will not be changed. 
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A General Kallroad Law. 

A strong feeling is growing up in the 
state,in and out of the legislature, in 
favor of a general railroad law which will 
permit an association of individuals, ora 
railroad coi poration already in existence, 
to build a railroad anywhere in the bor- 
ders of Georgia, either a branch road or 
an entirely new road, upon compliance 
with certain carefully prepared require- 
ments, and under certainfrestrictions, of 

course reserving to corporations already 
in existence vested rights. 

This system has worked well in \éw 
York since 1850. Has been amended as 
experience dictated from session to ses- 
sion untilit has grown into a harmonious 
code of railway law. Alabama, Texas, 
Florida, Maryland, Nebraska, and other 
states have adopted well considered laws, 
and in these states railway development 
has been wonderfully stimulated and the 
legislatures relieved of much tedious 
labor 

At this time, when capital is seeking 
railway investment in our 
slate, it is the dictate 
of wisdom to invite it by liberal legisla- 
tion. Itis a difficult, tedious and expen- 
sive work to get a railway charter under 
the provisions of the constitution in re- 
lation to local or special legislation. Such 
charters are liable to pass without such 
careful scrutiny as would be given toa 
general law. A general law would relieve 
the railroad committees and the two 
houses of a mass of labor each session. 
Over 20 charters have already been ap- 
plied for at this session. 

The legislature meets but once in two 
years. luring the time between two 
sessions a project for construction of a 
railroad may attract the attention of cap- 
ital. With a general railroad law they 
can go to work at once—without it they 

“ must wait until the legisiature convenes. 

A carefully prepared general law could 
be amended as experience dictated 
until at last we would have a symmetrical 
code of railroad law relieving our statute 
books of a vast mass of local laws, our 
legislature of a vast amount of labor, and 
protecting the interests of the people far 
more effectually than now, besides re- 
moving the embarrassments in the way 
of the investment of capital. 

We hope this legislation, so satisfactory 
in other states, certain to benefit our peo- 
ple, and to injure no individual and no 
interest, and sanctioned by the popular 
sentiment throughout the state, will be 
adopted at the present session. 


Gevernor Colquitt and His Kecord. 
There are certain men in Georgia who 
continually denounce and abuse Gov- 
ernor Colquitt. 
They take advantage of every petty 
mishap to raise a howl, and {utterly 
‘ignore the _— grand results of 
his administration. They hope, 
by drawing attention to some trifling 
detail, to leadthe public to forget that 
under Governor Colquitt’s wise rule. the 
taxes have been lowered, expenses re- 
duced in every department, and the state 
happy at home and honored abroad as it 
has never been before. But they will 
not succeed. The object of their venom 
is strong in the hearts of his people. He 
has been elected twice, after bitter 
contests—once by over 70,000 majority 
and again over 50,000. if he should 
wish to make a third race—as we happen 
to know he will not—he would receive a 


“thousand of great{cattle,reposed beneath 
“the English oaks, chew their cud and are 
“silent, do not imagine that those who 
“make the noise are the only inhabitants 
“of the field, or that they are many in 
“number—or that afterall they are other 
“than the loud and troublesome insects 
“of the hour.” 

As for Tue Constitution, it has done 
the state some service, but it has never 
done anything to which it looked with 
more pride or satisfaction than the part 
it took in the election of Governor Col- 
quitt. In coming years his administra- 
tion will be esteemed among the very 
wisest and best that ever blessed the 
state, and his memory honored as a 
Christian patriot and statesman. The 
essential results of his rule, which have 
brought peace, prosperity and content 
ment, will be remembered after petty 
details have been forgotten—just as the 
divine voice ofthe people, proclaiming 
successive and overwhelming verdicts of 
approval, will ring through the years, 
long after peevish criticisms have been 
stilled and the critics have mouldered 
into dust.

The Americus Recorder, in a very dig- 
nified editorial article disclaiming any 
intention of attributing sinister motives 
to the Macon Drouth in its flat 1efusal to 
advocate the granting of the Cole charter 
to Rome, explains that it had no intention 
of intimating that the Macon paper hai 
been bought by the money of a corpora- 
t.on. The Recorder goes on to say that, 
in its opinion, the lukewarmness of the 
Daily Drouth sprang from the fact that 
the latter “could see more en- 
“hancement for Atlanta than 
“for Macon” in the building 
of the proposed line—adding that 
“unless the question of local self-interest 
“intervenes it is difficult to understand 
“any indifference toward the enterprise 
“of Colonel Cole, fraught with such ben- 
“efits to the people of the state.” 

The remarks of the Recorder with re- 
spect to the motives of the Drouth are 
doubtless no more than just, but if the 
latter sees or professes to see in the com- 
pletion of the Cincinnati and Gecr sia 
railroad to Rome a result more favor- 
able to the interests of Atlanta 
than to the interests of Macon 
it sees what is not to be seen, a feat which 
requires rather keen optics, if the poet 
is to be believed. The truth is,as mat- 
ters stand the business community of 
Macon is more interested in the comple- 
tion of the Cole lines than that of At- 
lanta. Atlanta is now a competing point 
and will remain so, but if the Cole 
scheme is not carried out, Macon will be 
at the mercy of one combination, andthe 
merchants of that city will not reap the 
benefits of competition. These mer- 
chants understand the situation per- 
fectly and we venture the assertion that 
there is not a corporal’s guard 
in our sister city opposed to the granting 
of the Cole charter; and if there is even 
a corporal’s guard it would be impossible 
for that small phalanx to give a reason 
for its opposition. 

We have great hopes that after the 
charter is granted and the Cole system is 
in working order the Daily Drouth can 
be induced to crawl down from its un- 
comfortable position on the fence and 
join the muititude.

Some August Magazines, 

There is nothing more comforting than 
the patience which occasionally permits 
editors to delay their comments of the 
magezines and periodicals until such mo- 
ment as their date rendera timely. There 
is nothing more preposterous than this 
method of premature datirg, but tbe edi- 
tursof the magazines and weekly papers 
have somehow come to confuse the fashion 
insome curious way with that species of 
North “American enterprise which 1s sup- 
posed to b2 always on the alert. Itisa 
harmless fashior, to be sure, for nobody 
is deceived by it, and no 
body is likely to suppose that 
the copy of a magazine which one is enabled 
to read in the early days of July is really 
published in August. It is a very queer 
freak—of a piece, probably, with that pecu- 
liar interpretation of individuai rights 
which leads American publishers to assume 
that they and not the authors are interested 
in the question of international copyright. 

The August number of Scribner (The 
Century) is particulary strong in illustra 
tions of « kind to appeal to the tastes of the 
cultured as well as the casual reader, ‘The 
best of these accompany an article entitled 
“By the Sea in Normandy.’, Therearetwo 
full-page engravings—one by Closson and 
the other by Cole—tbat are masterpieces in 
their way; but there never appeared in the 
pages of an American magazine (and this 
limitation chalienges pictorial art the world 
Over) @ more exquisite engraving than 
‘fhe Return from Fishing—low tide.’’ In 
this the strong firm simplicity of the gid 
style is enchantingly supplemented by all 
that is good in the new, and the resuit is 
perfection. A noteworthy feature cf this 
number of Scribner is the first of a 
series of papers from the- pen 
of the poet-critic, Edmund Clarence Sted- 
man, on ‘Poetry in America.”’ The open- 
ing esss8y contains abundant evidence that 
the series will be the completest and most 
elaborate study of American poetry ever 
yetattempted. Two novelettes are begun— 
The Daughter of Henry Sage Rittenhouse,” 
by the author of ‘‘An Earnest Trifler,” and 

‘Queen Titania,” by Hjalmer Hjorth Boye 
seu. The first isapparentiy in Mr. Junior 
James’s vein, but is exceedingly effective, 
while the lastisa strong and wholesome story 

bounding in human interest. A selection of 
he metrical experiments of Mr. Reger 
Riordan, the artist, is given, and the im- 
pression they leave is that Mr. Riordan is 
not as practical with the pen as with the 
pencil. We have not room to enumerate 
half the table of contents of the august 
Scribner, but it may be interesting to people 
hereabouts to know that Uncle Remus c jn- 
cludes his rainy day with the little boy, 
giving five additional fables. In November 
the magezine will formally assume the title 
of The Century. 

The August number of the Eclectic con 
tains a number of important articles of per- 
manent value, as well as of current inter- 
est. The leading article is entitled “The 
“Sword,” and is av historical essay of the 
sparkling and vivacious kind for which 
Blackwood's is famous. A paper by Miss 
Juiia Wedgwood on * Froude as a Biogra- 
‘“pher” makes an interesting centribution 
to the eontroversy over the pubiication of 
Carlyle’s Reminiscences. ‘‘Dogs of Litera. 
“ture” is a gossipy article on the part which 
dogs have played in literature, and their 
relations to authors; and in “Boycotted,” 
Mr. W. Bence Jones, a landlord, gives a 
graphic acoount of recent experiences in 
Ireland. Other valuable and interesting 
papers are: “A Reviser on the New Reyi-

While a portion of the Barksdale 
vote represented an opposition to Governor Stone 
a8 an avowed supporter of Lamar, it was several 
weeks since developed that no movement looking 
to his defeat could make headway. Upon the 
essemblage of the legislature to be chusen in 
November, Senator Lamar will be re-elected bya 
practicaliy unanimous vote. 


Cotton or Food Crops, 
Memphis Avalanche. 

A discussion has for some time been pend- 
ing among correspovdents of the Avalanche as to 
whether the cultivaticn of cotton was more profit 
able than the prodrctioa of corn and other farm 
produce. The attention of our able cotton 
planters is called tosome additional figures which 
have been recently furnished. Last saturday a 
ewes produce aud commission house on 

‘rout street purchased a wagonload of potatoes 
from a farmer living near Memphis. These po- 
tatoes were the producti of lees than a quarter acre 
of ground, and the price paid was $59 15—probably 
more than could have been realized from the 
sale of two bales of cotton, the production of 
which would have required fully ten 
times as much land and a far _ greater 
oullay of capital and labor. Another 
Shelby county farmer has realized more than two 
thousaod dollars from his potato crop; over $1,600 
having been paid him bg the firm alluded to 
above. These facts aud figures are full of mean- 
ing. The potato crop of Sheiby county has been 
iucreasing sieadily year after year, and the yield 
this scason is the largest ever known. I's culti- 
vation is usually attended with succes for it ma- 
tures early in summer, and is therefore rarely 
affected by the drouth which sometimes proves so 
fatalto our latercrops. Thereis no danger of 
over production. The cities of the north and 
west furnish a market forall the potatoes and 
garden truck that we can raise, and the instances 
cited above, which are by no means exceptional, 
show that the cultivation of this class of produce 
is highly profitable.

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The special order of the day was the con- 
sideration of a bill to provide for the better 
inspection, management and contro! of the 
convicts of this state. This was a bill in- 
troduced by the special committee on the 
penitentiary of which Mr. Milner.of Bartow, 
was chairman. He took the floor and 
argued in favor of the bill. 
Hereadthe act authorizing the lease of 
the convicts, and declared that the present 
system wasa practical defeat of the provi- 
sions of that act. It isa proud hour of my 
life, said he, when I can stand in the pre- 
sence of the representatives of the people 
of Georgia, and with shame and confusion, 
contess that the penitentiary 
system of Georgia is a shame 
ts humanity and to Christian civilization. 


| Georgia does nobly in her efforts to suppress 


crime, but there her geod|y offices cease, for 
her conduct to the convicted criminal is 
shameful. Governmentis ordained of God, 
and when a state has convicted a felon she 
ought to punish him. But Georgia does no: 
dothis. She turns him overto a man who 
hires him, and there is danger of cruelty 
and leniency. The state doesnot carry out 
its functions in this matter. 

Mr. Twiggs, of Riciumoud—I want to ask 
the gentleman if it is true, as reported, that 


| in some of these convict camps white con-~ 


victs have been flogged by negro bosses. If 
that is true | want this bousefto know it. 

Mr. Milner—I will refer to these reports 
my remarks. I do not desire to 
arouse sensational feelings on this question, 
but to argue itcalmly on the facts, It is 
the duty of the state, and not of an indi- 
vidual, to punish crime. Who can 
rise here and sav to his God, “Ven- 
geance is notthine but mine,’’ In the dark 
ages we know that there were dungeons 
and chains and persecutions, but thank 
God we live in the light of the nineteenth 
century, and such things shock the sensi- 
bilities of mankind. 

The committee saw a boy at one of these 
camps who had escaped and in flight took 
refuge in a brash pile, He 
was burned out, and on =§ his burned 
skin was inflicted a lashing with arawhide, 
which left its cruel scars for life. That boy 
goes out an enemy of society and ready for 
any deed of desperation. The committee 


_ does not desire to treat the convictsas you 


would guests +t a hotel, but they do ask for 
common humanity and decency in their 
treatment. 

The men usually employed es guards are 
unfit for any service. There 
are nominal regulations about 
the conduct of guards, but they are not 
observed. Some of the lessees are gentle- 
men of excellent character, but they can- 
not be regarded as guardians of the con- 
victs, andthey personally see nothing of 
their treatment. In this matter I speak 
plainly. i owe my allegiance to God, and 
I care not for the hue and cry on one side 
or the other of this question. [Applause | 
Il am afraid to trust any man with a felow- 
man when his motive is, “How much 
can I make out -of him and 
how cheap can «Cf keep him?” 
There are complaints that the convicts 
don’t get enough toeat. Atthe Oglethorpe 
cuunty camp we saw them well fed, but the 
complaint is general atother camps. More 
reliance is ee on pdloodhounds and 
guards with shotguns than is put in the 
security of the buildings. Under this mis- 
erable system the bloodhound is a neces 
sity. To-day an irresponsible whipping 
boss can lash a convict to death in 
a convict camp in Georgia. The twenty- 
five thousand dollars which this system 
puts into the treasury of Georgia, and as 
long as there is not an inspector appointed 
by the state at every camp, is blood 
money and I don’t want it there, 

Mr. Milner then argued that the bill pro 
posed would remedy many of the evfis of 
the present system. The committee saw an 
italian convict who had been so maltreated 
that he breathed fearful oaths against our 
government and society, and he pleaded 
“one to us to take him away. e said 
xe was dead and only his tortured spirit 
lived. When he saw that there was no 
hope he uttered a prayer to God in his na- 
tive tongue, and fell in despair at our feet. 

Mr. Polhill, of Jetterson—Does not that 
convict still boast of the crime he com- 
mitted ? 

Mr. Milner-1 am sorry that the gentle- 
man does not appreciate the principle on 
which I am arguing this question. 
I believe in punishment but not 
in inhumanity and cruelty.

CHIEF ANDERSON’S REPORT. 


The Work of the Force During Jaly. 


The report of Chief Anderson to the 
board of police commissioners for the 
month of July shows that seven hundred 
and twenty-four cases were entered 
on the police docket during the month. Of 
these one hundred and thirteen were for 
violation of state laws, and six bundred and 
eleven for violations of city laws. Seven- 
ty-nine of th “state (cases 
were prosecuted, and thirty-four 
dismissed for want of evidence to convict 
Four hundred and six city cases were & 
revenue to the city by fines. One hundred 
and ninety-four were dismissed and eleven 
continued, 

The amount of fines imposed by the re 
corder during the month was $2 002 5 Of 
thissum $1,242.75 was co'lected, $150 25 
remitted by the mayor, $699.50 worked out 
on the streets. 

The amount of money collected from va- 
rious sources, paid to and receipted for by 
the city clerk, was $1,260.50. 

The report speaks of the condition of the 
station house which it pronounces good. 
it also asserts that the stwckade is proving 
quite a benefit to the city. 

In speaking of the police force the chief's 
report says: “The results of this month, 
showing the payment into the treasury of 
the city of the sum of $1,260 50, from 611 
cases made, is conclusive evidence that 
your force has been vigilant and active in 
the discharge of their duties audis suffhi- 
cient proof that the addition of four men to

MUST GUANO GO? 


Am Interesting Interview with Sena- 
tor McWhorter, 

Yesterday a CuNsTITUTION reporter who had 
somewhat recovered from the shock produced by 
the introduction of a billin the senate by Sena- 
tor McWhorter, proposing to make the importa- 
tion of commercial fertiilz_rs or their ménufac 
ture n Georgia an offense punishable as mis- 
demeanor—es he started out {to say the 


reporter met Senator McWhorter, and looking 
up into that face which is jolly when things are 
jolyand earnest when occasion demahds it, 
asked: 

‘Major, do you mean business on your fer- 
tilizer bill?”’ 

“Most assuredly I do. We are paying ten 
million doliarsa year for somethiug we don't 
get, and I propose that we stop it. Sincs the intro~ 
duction of commercial fertilisers into this state 
the annual increase has been alarming. From a 
very small beginniug a few years ago we will for 
this year approximate over a million dollars in 
commercial tertilizers. Tomy minditis ouly a 
question of time when (Crvorgia will be if possible 
doubly bankrupt Not only wili our farmers 
have so overtraded in this single item of chemical 
fertilizers that they canuvt pay, but our 
lands will - be BO severely taxed 
by the overuse of these mapures 
that they will ve rendered comparatively worth- 
less, Since we have begun the use of manufac 
tured chemical fertilizers, our old system oO! rais- 
ing manures and permanently improvin. our 
s0ils bas been almost abandoned.

The averege 
of reports shows that picking will have begun 
generally by September i0th to the 15th.

the plantis small, caused by the drought, which 
was general and severe to July 25th. since that 
time the rains have been abundant. They fur- 
ther show that much damage can be corrected by 
a favorable season in August. The accounts of 
lice are more frequent and are reporied from 11 
counties.
